The bill is inténded to be supplementary 
to the Sherman law, and is to be added to 
it to remedy its shortcomings. 

There ate two new features in Senator 
Hoar’s bill. One is aimed to prevent the 
formation of mergers and the operation of 
constituent corpdrations or companies by a 
central organization. The second is a pro- 
vision for the fixing of finaneial responsibil- 
ity for. violations of the law upon officers of 
corporetions. ’
